FRANCHISE GIVEN 


After Discussion By Council. Citi 


zens and the Company. 


NEW LIGHT CONTRACT READ 


It Provides f«r All Sifkt Lifktiif — Ordi- 


•aaces tenutlmg Paviaf for This 


Year ud Nut. 


The first regular session of counci 
in six weeks was held Tuesday even 
ing, but Coshocton's legislature made 
up oa tbat occasion for every minute 
of lost time. The session began be- 
fore eight o'clock, and it was almost 
midnight when tne vote for adjourn 
ment was taken. 
Tbe principal business enacted was 
tbe granting cf a franchise to tbe 
Merchants' Electric 'Light & Power 
company by which it can lay pipes in 
all streets,' al'eys and other public 
piaces for the purpose of beating resi 
dences and pub!!c buildings with 
steam or hot water Mr. Rinner voted 
against the grant. 


A number of ordinances providing 


for paving were passed, ana a large 
amount of 
miscellaneous business 


was disposed of. 
Tbe bill of C. A. 


McNary for that WsJnutstreet trough 
was paid, but Contractor John Hall's 
claim for :$1700 as the first esti- 
meat on South Seventh was laid on 
the table. 


THE HEATING FRANCHISE 


Occupied ibe 
Greater Part 
Session. 


of ibe 


. Tbe important, feature of the meet 
ing was the application of the elec- 
tric light company for a franchise to 
distribute heat- in the 
city. 
Mr. 
Meek, Mr. Baker, Mr. Burns, Mr. 
Brendel and Mr. Gray, wno are not in- 
terested in the cooapany hut who are 
anxious to become its customers 
when the plant is installed, were in- 
terested spectators in the lobby. W. 
A. Himebaugb, secretary of the com- 
pany, C. B. McCoy, i.,s president, and 
C. F. Gosser, vice president and 
member of tbe Doard of directors, 
were present. 


Clerk Wauoer read the ordinanze.lt 
grants the .Merchants' Electric Light- 
Ac Power company tile rigbt for 25 
years to jay and maintain ~pipes in all 
the public places of the city for the 
purpose of furnishing beat by hot 
water and steam. The pipes are to be 
iaid uaaer tbe supervision of the citv 
engineer.and are not to interfere with 
the flow of surface water.-sewers or 
other pipes alreaay in the ground, and 
streets are to be put m as good condi- 
tion SA before tbe pipes were pnt 
down. 
All debris is to be ciear- 


ed 
away 
and 
work 
is 
to 
be 


commenced 
within 
sixty 
days 


and completed within ten months 
from the acceptance of the franchise. 
The price to be charged is not to ex- 
ceed 20 cents per square foot of radia- 
tion per year. 


Mr. Himebaogh explained the ap- 
plication. "I am not here, gentle- 
men," be said, "fco make an argument, 
for the ordinance, but there are inter- 
ested citizens who will do tbat, but in 
behalf of the company I will say that 
certain citizens have come to us and 
petitioned us to install a heatir 7 sys- 
tem in connection with our e'ectric 
iight works. I will rfad you t. j list 
of names: J. P. Forbe.-. C. B. Hunt. 
George M. Gray and M. Q. Baken 
E. O- Selby, WUiiain Burns, while the 
Park hotel and Grace M. 'E. church 
want 
the service. 
A number of 
others 
des're it. and I 
believe 


yc.u have before you a petition signed 
by every member of the ooard of edu- 
cation asking you TO favor tins project 
as they desire to use it in the public 
school buildings 
I will be franfe with you in this 
matter. The reason they ask us to 
put in the system is because we are 
in position to do it. 
In generating 
electricity we produce a large amount 
of exhaust steam which can be used 
for this purpose. 
If an individual 
plant were built for this proposed sys- 
tem heat couJd not be produced at a 
reasonable price. There are only a 
few sucn plants in Ohio, and there- 
fore it is reasonable to suppose that it 
is not a great money making v nure- 
"We toid these citizens who applied 
to us that in order to make an '"jvest- 
ment of tbis kind we must have a 
longer lease on life- We could not af- 
ford to invest 375.0CO in th'S project 
with only a little over two years of our 
lighting contract left. 
But we fee" 
that if couccil will enter into an 
agreement to extend onr lighting con- 
tract we will be willing to invest this 
money and pnt in a beating plant." 
"About what sort o* a light fran- 
chise does the company expect from 
council:1" interrupted Mr. Brooke. 


We 
think our contract should 
be extended six years at 870 a 
lignt. or that a 
new contract 
be made for six years at 875 a light. 
If we get the extension to ten years 
we are willing to give up our present 
contract and provide all night light- 
ing,'" replied Mr. Oimebaugh. 


Mr. Rinner asked, ~Wnat does ra- 


diation mean in connection with this 
beating'?-' 
"It means 20 cents a year for every 
square foot of exposed radiating sur- 
face," said Mr. Himebaugh, and Mr. 
Payne, the engineer of tbe construc- 
tion company who will pot in tbe 
plant, explained it in detail. 


"How far is this system to extend? 


How much time do you want to sup- 
ply everybody? When do you expect 
Lo get it down to my honse or Mr. 
Stewart's," asked Mr. Rinner in quick 
succession. 


provides tbat we will go wherever we 
can get business." 
"Well, then, Mr. Himebaugb, you 
won't put m ibis plant unless you get 
tbe new light contract?" 
"You are right. We would cot put 
this system in unless we get ibe new 
contract for light. It will not pay as 
an independent venture bat 1 am not 
here to argue on tbat line. These 
property owners and business men in- 
augurated tbe movement and are here 
u>argue for it." 


Mayor Cassingham called on Mr. 


Meek and be said: 
'•I would like to see tbe beating 
olaut installed as it certainly would 
be a great convenience to Coshocton 
It would be a comfort to set one's 
thermostat at 70 degrees in tbe fall 
and leave your bouse remain at tbat 
temperature throughout tbe winter 
without.carrying coal. If we can get 
this without it being a detriment to 
anybody I believe it is a good thing, 
and I don't see bow it will be 
detrimental 
to ibe interests of 
anyone. 
It 
would be especially 


beneficial if put in tbe public schools. 
Its convenience.economy and tbe ben- 
efits arising from a sanitary point 
would be inestimable. When there is 
no one to suffer I think council is jus- 
tified in granting tiiis franchise. I am 
on record as being opposed to a light - 
mg con Tact Tor len years, and but I 
can see no barm in giving an extension 
of tbe existing contract- I can readi- 
ly see tbat no company wouid be justi- 
ped in investing the money for a beat- 
ing plant if tbe.r lf«jot contract was 
taken away. In tb:s instance I be- 
lieve cooL'cil is justified in granting 
tbe franchise for tbe beating plant 
and in extending tbe light contract.'' 


"'You were on the committee, Mr. 
Meek, tbat investigated toe light 
question a few years ago. what did 
rou find the average cost per light to 
t>e?" as»d Mr. Timmons. 
I am not sure. I think it was*7S 
and we recommended tbat Coshocton 
pay 380.' 
•'Is this up to council?"' asked Mr. 
Rinner. 
I believe so." replied t-he mayor, 
and Mr. Binner arose to make a 
speech. 
This may be all right and the 


prices may be right. •' he said, '"but I 
don't know. I oon't know anything 
about it. If it could be of general 
utility it would be a good thing. I 
understand they want an answer tp- 
n'gbt. It is too short a time for this 
s a momentous affair. This company 
say they will invest S75.000. Tbey 
must have an income of 315.000 a year 
.o make it pay. or something like 
that. 
And not knowing anything 
about it. only speaking for myself, I 
don't think we have bad time to in- 
vestigate. Still there are ot'aer points 
to he considered. 
It- 
will affect 
tbe fellows who banl coal and throw 
miners put of employment- 
That- is 


what killed tbe natural gas, and it 
would have been more geneially used. 
Bat that's a miovr matter. We have 
£oue through this lisrhi business. We 
inow how we feel on tbat. But on 
bis heating we are rot ready to act.' 
"This plan of "heating a town from 
a central station first came to my-at- 
ention about tbree months ago 
said Mr. Stewart- '-31y curiosity was 
roused and I investigated. 1 was 
personally acquainted witb a party 
who bad used is and he spoke highly 
>f tbe uniform beat and said its use 
tad become very general. I met some 
of our business men a few months ago 
who were talking about it, but it was 
not until yesterday I learned that the 
>roject was really in their bands. I 
relieve it is a good movement and tbe 
community will feel betoer for having 
t. The time is bere for ns to ad- 
vance and take advantage of these 
good things. I believe we are safe in 
aking it up, for it is the only heat for 
*choois and would consequently benefit 
he health of our children. I bave 
always longed for all night lighting. I 
am on record agaiost a ten year cca- 
ract, but the price asked here comes 
up to my standard on an extension. I 
3o not- Delieve §70 is t«x) much. As to 
nvestigating tne heating proposition, 
'. do not think two weeks will delay 
he matter mncb and tben we can 
ome here prepared to vote more in- 
«ll'.gently." 
"Mr. Stewart has voiced my senti- 
ments," said Mr. Timmons. 
"This 
ystem of heating came to my 
attention three years ago through

second reading. Mr- Timmons sec- 
onded, and all voted in its favor ex- 
cept Mr. Binner who voted no. 
After Clerk Wagner had read it 
again Mr. Stewart moved it go to the 
third reading. Dr. McNaughton sec- 
onded bet the motion was lost Brooke 
joining Rinner and also voting no. 
That prevented the passage of tbe 
ordinance under suspension. 


Clerk Wagner tben read tbe light- 


ing contract as submitted by tbe com- 
pany. It provides 
Tor 
113 lights 
and sucb other lights as council 
may order, to burn all dark hours of 
every night. The resolution accompa- 
nying tbe contract provides tbat the 
company shall maintain a plant for 
lighting between Oct. 5, 1901 and 
April 5, 1910: light is to be provided 
during tbe dark hours of every night 
except 
when 
there 
is sufficient 
light 
from the moon: deductions 
are 
to be mnde in tbe bill for 


to be doubled if it extends over ten 
days; lights are to be equal in power 
and-brilliancy to what is provided at 
present, and tbe rate is to be *70 for 
each lifbt. payable monthly. Changes 
in location are to be made at actual 
eost and lights are to stand IS 
feet above tbe street. 


Mr. Timmons moved the rules be 
suspended and tbe resolution passed 
to its second reading.Dr.McKaughton 
seconded tbe motion, and Brooke and 
Rinner voted against it- 
It was late aid council was tired. 


A recess was taken by general con- 
sent, and a number of tbe gmtleiuen 
who want beat in tbeir business 
buildings presented the matter to 
Ei-ocke and Binner. Mr. Burns, clerk 
of tne board of education and the 
owner of the Burns building, endeav- 
ored to show Eicner that he was ob- 
struct:ng a public improvement. 


'•Well I won't vote for h,"said Bin- 
ner and he WPS left to himself. 
At length Mr. Brooke declared be 


would not vote for the light contract, 
but he would vote for tbe beating 
franchise. 
A motion to reconsider 
tbe motion to place it on -its third 
reading was presented by Doctor Me- 
Xaughum and seconded by Mr. Tim- 
mons. It passed, and by tbe motion 
of Mr. Timmons and Mr. Barcroft 
was advanced another step. 
"It is up to council. If yon want 
to pass it let's bave a motion." said 
tbe mayor. Mr. Stawart made tbe 
motion and the heating franchise was 
granted, Mr. Binner voting no.

EXPLANATION OF THE SYSTEM 


Tke CMtract Let Today for tho Coostrec 


tio* of S«cfc a Man • CoskoctM 


Before December L. 


In Greater Coshocton's rapid march 


of progress, a hot water beating plant 
from a central station will be one of 
tbe added improvements. It is esti- 
mated tbat tbe cost of tbe plant will 
be from S70,000 to 275,000. It will be 
put in by tbe Merchants' Electric 
Light & Power company, using their 
present generating plant as a central 
station. Mains will be laid under 
ground for conducting the hot water 
over town. The water will be heated 
at the plant by the emaust steam 
from the engines that run tbe dyna- 
mos, and large steaci pumps at tbe 
station 
will 
force tbe bot water 
through the mains. 
The system is 
similar to the,ordinary water works, 
differing in that tbere is a return 
circuit by which the cooled water re- 
turns to the plant to be again heated. 
The cost to the consumer does not 


differ much from fuel bills, but it is 
infinitely better and more convenient 
than any other means of beating, 
keeping tbe temperature always vni- 
form, without any attention on tbe 
part of tbe consumer, always avoid- 
ing smoke and dirt about tbe prem- 
ises. 


Tbe Electric Light company inves- 
tigated hot water heating from a cen- 
Lral station for more than a year and 
became convinced of its feasibility, 
jt intended to let the project rest 
until next year, partly owing to tbe 
lateness of the season and the length 
of time necessary to install a plant. 
But 'a number of leading business 
men and property owners urged tbat 
the plant be installed this fall, so 
tbeycouid receive its benefits this 
winter.and petitioned tbe company to 
r-ake sucb steps immediately. 


A bot water heating' plant can only 
be operated successfully as an adjunct 
to an electric light plant, to utilize 
tbe exhaust steam, xbe contract for 
street lighting in Coshoc tea expires 
two years from next April. The com- 
pany was confronted with the folly of 
expending $75,000 for a heating plant, 
as a by-product of the electric plant, 
when 
the company bas only two 
years1 lease of life remaining for the 
principal 
electric business, conse- 
quently tbe company would' not be 
warranted in making so large an in- 
vestment for a beati ng p;ant without 
an extension of contract for street 
lighting. Accordingly, a majority of 
tbe council immediately saw tbe wis- 
dom of extending tbe street lighting 
contract; so as so make possiole so 
valuable an addition to Coshocton's 
public improvements, the desirability 
of a beating plant be>ng universally 
conceded. 


Coshocton bas been paying 368 a 


year for street lighting until one 
o'clock. The companv bad offered to 
give all night lighting for S70 a year 
with a ten year contract. In order to 
get immediate action so as to build 
the 
heating plant yet this 
fall, 
the companv yielded to a 
com- 
promise in the term o* vears, mod- 
ifying the ten year proposition to an 
extension of six yea^s. Except for the 
expected profits cf the beating busi- 
ness, the company would not have 
made this concession. 
As it is Co- 


shocton will get all-night lighting 
for only 82 per year per light more 
tnan is now paid. The city now pays 
for 100 lights, which means tbat un- 
der the new arrangement tbe total 
cost for all-night lighting will be only 
$200 a year more than is now paid for 
one o'clock lighting. When there was 
mucb discussion about a lighting con- 
tract four years ago, the citizens' in- 
vestigating committee found that $80 
was tne average price overOhio for all- 
night lighting, and recommended-that 
would be a fair price f3r Cosbocton. 
The price Ssed last night for all-night 
lighting is 870. Tbe !eading*business 
men and heaviest taxpayers of Co- 
sbocton, including a majority of the 
citizers' investigating committee of 
four years age, urged tbe councilman 
to the action that was taken last 
n:ght. '"'be lighting contract passed 
first reading last ni^jht by the votes of 
Stewart, McNangbton, Barcroft and 
T:mmoos. Einner and Brooke were 
opposed. 


With tbe moral assurance of two- 
thirds of tbe cnuncilmen that the con- 
rontract will be consummated at sub- 
sequent readings, tbe directors -of the 
company held a meeting todav and 
entered into a conn act with a Chicago 
concern for the construction of the 
plant. Work will begin at once and 
the contractor guarantees to have the 
plant in operation by December 1. 
Experts will be be sent 
here to 


superintend tbe arork and about 100 
borne laborers will be employed.

Uajor Hawkes, continuing his testi- 
nony, asked thai. Colonel Helstand 
produce a memorandum made in May, 
1899, by the colonel and himself, ia 
Iriiica 5150,000 of the promoters* stock 
»f the Manilla Rope company was apr, 
JorSoned. Hawtes'said his recollec- 
jion was that he and Heistand, by 
the terms of the memorandum, were 
io hare 940,000 of the stock and that 
Seneral Cerbin, Cteorge D. Meiklejohn, 
Charles H. Allen, James B. Boyd, \V. 
tt1". Dudley ani-L T. Michener were 
:o receive the remainder in portions. 
Counsel for Heistand said his client 
kad no knowledge of such a document. 


Only Heistand and Hawkes were 


present when the apportionment was 
made. Hawkes. added that no testi- 
many he should give would connect 
Eorbin, Meikleioan, Allen or Boyd 
personally 
with 
the 
transaction. 


Hawkes detailed a conversation, with 
Heistand in October, 1899, in which. 
Heistand told him that Corbie, and 
Alien were out of the combination, 
and that Meiklejohn had asked for the 
return of Hawkes' letter of introduc- 
tion. 
It was given te Heistand. 


Hawkes said Heistacd suggested he 
flid not accede to that proposition. 


Major Hawkes gave the details of

Invaders Repulsed. 


"Washington, Oct. 2.—The following

"We have obtained a signal Tictery 
over Veceraelan troops that invaded 
Goajira, under Venezuelan oJBcers and 
under the Venezuelan Sag, without a 
previous declaration of war.™ Some 
uncertainty exists in the minds of tie 
cEcia'is of tae legation as to whether 
this victory over the Venezuelans is 
Identical with that heretofore report- 
ed by wav of Curacao 'n the press 
dispatches, or is another figat. Dr.

The cSicials feel very 
tncch gratified over tae advices. Sosi* 
stress is laid en the statement that 
this invasion was withoat a previous 
declaration of war on Venezuela's 
part. This, Dr. S'Hra says, shows the 
Irregularity of the course tae latter 
country aas taken.

"Washington, Oct. 2. — The depart- 


ment of agriculture finally has suc- 
ceeded in securing the Jordan almond, 
•xportation of which has been rigor- 
ously prohibited by Spain for some 
years, and this government will now 
experiment with it to determine tha 
best localities for growing it. This 
•pecies of almond is regarded by the 
agricultural authorities as the finest 
fa the world.

Did 
not hear Captain Philip give order to 
back the engines; might and might 
not have heard it if he did. Admiral 
Dewey: "You seem to have heard 
everything else." 


Captain Charles D. Sigsbee. who 


commanded the scout ship St. Paul 
during the Spanish war, was next 
called. He fell ia -with the flying 
squadron on the evening of May 26, 
the squadron then being 20 or 25 
miles south of Santiago. He had re- 
ported to Commodore Schley tkat he 
"knew nothing positively" about the 
Spanish fleet. He had first seen the 
Spanish vessels is. the harbor at San- 
tiago, but when he reported the fact 
he found the squadron had already 
made the discovery. Witness said the 
sea was heavy on the afternoon and 
evening of May 25, and would say it 
would have been a very difficult job 
to have coaled from ships alongside 
that night. Could not remember of 
having received a dispatch from the 
navy department on May 20. 1898, rel- 
ative to the sighting of the Spanish. 
fleet at Santiago. 


Interrogated by Mr. Raynor, Ad- 


miral Evans said that when Captain 
Chadwick communicated the sicnal 
code to him he did not instruct him 
to give the information to Commodore 
Schley. The admiral denied satins to 
Commodore~Schley on July 4, 1S9S, 
that "Captain Philip of the Texas 
started to run away at the beginning 
of the battle," but admitted discuss- 
ing the position of the Texas with 
Commodore Schley on the oui. "Wit- 
ness also denied using the following 
language on the same day: "I shot 
the bow off the Pluton, the stern off

out the Viscaya." Witness also held 
that no plan of battle had been ar- 
ranged by Comodore Schley.

Between 26,000 and 
30,000 people who crowded the pleas- 
ure fleet off Sandy Hook lightship In 
the hope of seeing a repetition of the 
thrilling sp«rt of Saturday last wit 
nessed, instead, more of a drifting 
match than a race. The wind was ai- 
ceedlngly light and variable. At the 
end of four and a half hours the 
yachts had covered l«ss than one-half 
of the prescribed course of 30 miles, 
and as there was no possibility o) 
their finishing within the time liwit 
the regatta committee -declared the 
race oft When the gun was fired an- 
nouncing this direction the challenger 
was about half & mile ahead of the 
defender, and to that extent the trial 
was a victory for Shamrock IL The 
nsxt race will be sailed Thursday.

gun is uased ou tbe saute principle as 
that of the well kuofl-n Uotchkiss rifle 
caliber luacbict- fuo, but the detail* 
of the Bjt-clisuiUui have beeu Kreatly 
modified In order to simplify the con- 
struct ion '-utl strengthen the breech 
closure, says tbe New York Son. Tbe 
gun consists of thlrty-Uirve component 
parts, of which fifteen comprise tbe op- 
erating mechanism. In those latter are 
contained no screws or pins and only 
three springs, of which one alone is 
esseutial to the working of the gun. 
All the motions of the mechanism are 
parallel to the axu of the gun. and 
therefore the accuracy of fire is not 
affected by the vibration*. The entire 
mechanism may be dismounted or as- 
sembled in about thirty seconds with- 
out the use of tool* and has been so 
designed and simplified that it may be 
operated and cared for by any man of 
ordinary intelligence. 


The firing gear is arranged for firing 


single shots or continuously at will, the 
rate of fire in the latter case attaining 
200 rounds per minute. Tbe gun is 
loaded by means of feed strips holding 
eight or ten rounds or by belts of 
Twenty-five or fifty pounds. Tbe rate 
of fire is the same for both methods of 
loading. 
Both strips and belts are 


made wholly of mild steel and may be 
employed indefinitely without reform- 
Ing- and. being entirely metallic, are 
not affected by water and climatic 
conditions. The feed mechanism Is in- 
depeadent of gravity and is not influ- 
enced by the elevation or depression of 
the piece. 


Tbe cartridges are not fed into the 


chamber until the instant of firing and 
consequently are not subjected to ex- 
cessive temperature In case the firing 
Is suspended with the gun loaded. The 
barrel Is fitted with a radiator which 
absorbs a great portion of the heat de- 
veloped by the powder and obviates the 
necessity of a water Jacket. 


The principle of action may be stated 


briefly Urns: A gas port Is drilled into 
the barrel of the gun a few calibers 
from the muzzle and brings the bore 
into communication with a cylinder 
parallel to and beneath it. Within the 
cylinder is a piston, and when on the 
discharge of the gun the projectile 
passes beyond the gas port the powder 
gas enters the cylinder and throws tbe 
piston to the rear. The rearward mo- 
tion of the piston compresses the main 
spring, and this, when not prevented 
by the trigger.

Tbe late John GL Nlcolay, private i 


retary to President Lincoln and ma Imv 
timate personal friend of tb* (r«m* 
emancipator, was a resident of Wash- 
ington since 1ST2. much of his HBM 
having been given to writimmv Jm col- 
laboration with John Hay. now secre- 
tary of state, he wrote the "Life of 
Abraham Lincoln." 


John George Nlcolay was born In tbe 


village of Essingen. in Rhenish Bava- 
ria, Germany. Feb. 26. 1S32; tbe son of 
Jacob and Helena Nlcolay. Ia 1838 the 
Xicolay family emigrated to Ajnertcm, 
making their home first in Cincinnati. 
O. From there they moved successive- 
ly to Indiana, Mi«mmri and r^Hyy>i«, 
During this moving young Xicolay re- 
ceived elementary instruction in tbe 
schools of Cincinnati and St. Louis. 
His school days in these two cities cov- 
ered a period of about two years, bat 
during that, time the lad obtained tot 
tioo in German and Kngllsh. as tbe 
two language* were taught together. 
By tbe death of his parents when he 
was about 14 year* old young Nicolay 
•was thrown entirely on hie own re* 
sources, and he became m, clerk In a 
small retail store. 


This occupation did not rait him, 


however, and when be was sixteen be 
started to learn the trade of a printer 
In the office of The Free Press, a county 
paper published weekly at Pittsfield, 
Pike county, UL He remained with 
The Free Press for about eight years. 
and while connected with this country 
she£t he laid the foundation for his fu- 
ture literary career. 


Mr. Nlcolay acquired a reputation a* 


an editor which lasts even to tbe pres- 
ent day in Pike county. He was m 
forceful writer and soon became a po- 
litical power in his part of tbe state. 
He received flattering offers from tbe 
newspapers of Chicago and St. Louis, 
but preferred to continue In bis inde- 
pendent capacity as tbe editor of his 
own paper. During the famous cam- 
paign between Lincoln and Douglas 
Mr. Nicolay took sides with Lincoln 
and laid tbe foundation for bis dose 
friendsliip -with tbe great emancipator, 
which lasted until tbe tragic death of 
Lincoln. 


At the close of the Fremont and Day- 


ton campaign in 1S56 Mr. Nicolay sold 
his paper and became a clerk In tbe of- 
fice of the secretary of state at Spring- 
field. IU. He remained in this position 
until I860, and during this time his 
friendship with Lincoln ripened Into 
the closest intimacy. 
When Lincoln 


was nominated for the presidency, be 
appointed Nlcolay his private secreta- 
ry. After the election tbe correspond- 
ence of Mr. Lincoln increased so much 
that an assistant became necessary, 
and Mr. Nicolay chose for this position 
John Hay, tbe present secretary of 
state, who was then a young law stu- 
dent iu Springfield. 


When Lincoln made bis memorable 


journey to Washington in the spring of 
1861. both Mr. Nicolay and Mr. Hay ac- 
companied him. During the first pres- 
idential term they occupied the same 
room at the White House together, per- 
forming the laborious and often deli- 
cate duties which fen to them and: en- 
joying the closest confidence of Presi- 
dent Lincoln. During this time they 
formed the plan, with the approval of 
Mr. Lincoln, of writing his biography, 
•which design they carried oat later in 
collaboration. 


After the beginning of bis second 


term, and shortly before bis assassina- 
tion, tbe president appointed Mr. Nico- 
lay United States consul at Paris and 
appointed Mr. Hay secretary of tbe 
American legation in tbe same city. 
They had not, however, entered upon 
their new duties before Mr. Lincoln's 
death occurred. Mr. Nicolay held tbe 
office of consul at Paris until tbe spring 
of 1863. 


Mr. Nicolay and Mr. Hay began tbe 


active work of writing their biography 
of Lincoln in 1S74, although they had 
spent the previous six years in gather- 
ing and arranging their material Its 
serial publication under tbe title 
"Abraham Lincoln, a History." was 
begun in The Century Magazine in No- 
vember. 1SS6. and continued until Feb- 
ruary 1890. In the latter year the 
complete work, with many Important 
chapters not Included in tbe serial pub- 
lication, was Issued in ten volumes and 
achieved a permanent place Ia Ameri- 
can historical literature. Of the joint 
\rork each author is said to have writ- 
ten about halt, and concurrently also 
they collected, catalogued and edited 
"Abraham Lincoln's Complete Works." 
which were published In 1SJH. 


lu addition to this great task Me. 


Xicolay wrote in 1SS1 "The Outbreak 
of the Rebellion," it being tbe first vol- 
ume of a series entitled "Campaigns of 
tbe Civil War." Mr. Xicolay also wrote 
the article on President Lincoln in tbe 
Encyclopaedia Britannica and has con- 
tributed numerous articles to Ameri- 
can magazines. 


All of Mr. Xicolay's accomplishments 


and tastes were of a higb order. He 
had patented many Inventions, .was a 
lover of art and music, an accomplish- 
ed linguist and a poet of unusual merit. 
Of the many achievements of his life 
he, however, derived the greatest sat- 
isfaction from having earned Mr. Lin- 
coln's friendsBip and truct, as well ma 
of having, in collaboration with Mr. 
Hay, carried out the design of wrtttof 
tbe biography of tbe frttt prssvdtmt.

It is applied hot, and on a 
moderately warm day in winter it can 
be put on the trees with an ordinary 
spray pump. 


Mr. Dawson suggests February and 


March as the best months for this soap 
treatment and as the most thorough 
means of applying it an ordinary fiat 
paint brush, with which every pant of 
the infected tree should be gone over.
